Po- 
lice Lieutenant 'William J. Lavery, 
after s>.bout 10 shots, thinking the 
madman's gun was empty, crept up 
to the door of the house and shout- 
ed: 


"Come on .out of there." 
"Come and get me," police quoted 


Fundakowski as saying, I'll shoot it 
out with you."- 


Through a crack, in the door, the 


madman then fired a shot into the 
lieutenant's chest. 
Im hit, my God, I'm hit in the 


heart," Lavery cried and fell in a 
faint. 


HH Near Heart 


Other officers managed to creep 


up to the door of the barricaded 
house and pull him away. The bul- 
let passed within an inch of the 
heart, physicians at the hospital 
said. 
Police reserves throughout the city 


were immediately called into action 
and the house surrounded. Inspect- 
or Walter Mullen took charge as 
police began using shotguns, sub- 
machine guns; pistols and tear gas 
against the madman.

Chankkufeng area. 


General M. Liktionov, head of the

"The military aviation of the U. 


S. S. R. is ready. lor any surprises.- 
The Japanese adventurers, who have 
made attempts against our border, 
have already received an excellent 
lesson in all branches of our army, 
including our air force." 


Despite Japanese claims to 'the 


contrary, the Soviet regime stood 
pat on its claim that Changkufeng 
hill and the surrounding area have 
been restored to Russia by the far 
eastern Red army.

Useless To Continue.

To Amend Bill 


UNCERTAINTY OVER 


CHURCH LAW CITED 


In the case of the Shenango Pres- 


bytery of the Presbyterian church 
of America, J. G. Bingham and 
others against Raymond J. Fred- 
ericks, Albert Moser and others, 
growing out of a controversy over 
the ownership of the Calvary Pres- 
byterian church property in Shen- 
ango township, Judge W. Walter 
Eraham, filed an opinion at the 
proihonotary's 
"office 
to-day 
in 


which he requires plaintiffs to file 
an amended bill in s^uity and de- 
fendants to answer. 


The original bill In equity set 


forth that on March 25th, 1938 the 
Calvary Presbyterian church of New 
Castle was a member of the Presby- 
terian denomination, and that on 
said date all the defendants re- 
nounced the Jurisdiction of the Pres- 
byterian 
church 
of the 
United 


States, and withdrew from member- 
ship in the Calvary church and 
thereafter held possession of the 
church property to the exclusion of 
the loyal members, represented by 
the plaintiff. . 


The case came before the court 


on a preliminary answer to the bill 
in equity filed by plaintiff. It was 
alleged by the objectors that the" bill 
was defective because the Presby- 
terian church' of the United States 
had not been joined in the state- 
ment. The opinion rejects this claim. 
It is found that there is nothing in 
the bill of complaint which states 
that the Presbyterian church of the 
United States has title to the prop- 
erty. If defendants believe other- 
wise, they may so allege in an an- 
swer and produce proofs to support 
that view. 


Not Necessary Party 


The second objection relates to 


th2 non-joinder of W, S. McCul- 
lough, as one of the trustees of the 


church at the time of separation. 
The court finds that from all that 
appears in the bill he is not a neces- 
sary party. The third, fourth, fifth 
and sixtij objections are overruled. 


In discussing the case the court 


says, "The defendants have stated 
in general terms their desire for 
more information regarding the par- 
ticular provisions of the law of the 
Presbyterian church upon 
which 


plaintiffs rely. Because both plain- 
tiffs and defendants are church peo- 
ple and because plaintiffs are ap- 
pearing in the right of a great re- 
ligious body, we deem it just and 
advisable to require the plaintiffs 
to make more specific averments on 
this point. Here it might be sug- 
gested that the plaintiffs should al- 
lege what is meant by "judicatory," 
how the law of the Presbyterian 
church with reference to vacant 
church property is designed to ap- 
ply, and in general, whether the 
principles upon which the plaintiff 
relies are matters of written enact- 
ment or custom. In other words 
whether they rely upon "rules, regu- 
lations, usages or corporate require- 
ments". 


Plaintiffs should keep in mind 


that defendants request further and 
more specific information upon the 
church law which is alleged "to con- 


In conclusion the court overrules 


the first six objections of defendants 
in the preliminary answer to the 
bill and sustains the four last. The 
plaintiffs are required to file within 
thirty days, an amendment to the 
bill containing additional informa- 
tion indicated in this opinion, under 
penalty of a dismissal of the bill. 
Defendants must file an answer to 
the amended bin within thirty days.

1,140. 


"This is greai; news to a nation of 


motorists but it is not a complete 
story in itself. Its chief importance 
is that it shows commendable pro- 
gress in a vital campaign to con- 
serve life and limb on the highways. 


The permanent and final value lies 
in the continuation of such progress 
in the future.

done to remedy the situation. 


Some type of drainage system for 


the area should be devised to pre- 
vent the water from flowing into the 
field and remaining there. Prelim- 
inary plans to aid this situation 
were worked out several weeks ago, 
but the work has not yet been 
started. 


According to Peter Cardella, in 


charge of the playground, water 
from nearby streets empties into the 
playground after every heavy rain.
